for retaining the rail- 


road 
depot 
iv 
its 
present 
loca- 


tion 
has 
lost 
many 
of 
its 
sup- 


porters since the Herald pricked the 
bubble by showing that the motive 
for breaking up the contract between 
the Council and the railroad company 
was for the purpose of ultimately 
lo- 


cating the depot on the cast side of the 
river. 
Many of our merchants 
who 


signed the petition to temporarily 
re- 


tain the depot at its present 
location, 


now that the purpose of the petition 
is understood, 
do not favor the scheme 


and would much prefer that the depot 
be located on the ground donated by

California 
Honey ? Its Transportation 
to 


New York. 


The New York Sun of a recent date 


lias the following Interacting 
article 


on the production ol honey in Califor- 
nia 
and 
its shipment 
to the F.asf: 


" California 
ranks 
first among 
the 


ho it y-producing .States of the Uhlnn. 
Her 
soft, equable 
climate, iv which 


wild flowers of pvery variety bloom 
for sewn or eiglit months in the year, 
makes her peculiarly 
the home of the 


bee. 
Even before tho building of tho 


Pacific railroad, the production of her 
apiaries was enormous and the honey 
market in San Francisco 
was glutted. 


On the opening of the railroad to New 
York, wholesalers 
of groceries 
began 


to transport 
strained 
honey from the 


Pacific to the Atlantic coast, bringing 
it to New York in barrels and selling 
it at cheap rates to the retailers, thus 
finding a good market. 
"It was not until a year ago that 


the problem of safely bringing honey 
in the comb from the Pacific to tlie 
Atlantic coast was satisfactorily solved. 
The infinite care 
and 
judgment 
de- 


manded 
in the 
transportation 
of a 


cargo and 
the 
extreme 
liability of 


leakage from the breaking away of the 
comb 
from its bearing 
through the 
slightest jolting of the cars, were con- 
sidered 
insurmountable 
difficulties. 


Mr. James 
S. Harbison, 
a wealthy 


resident 
of San 
Diego, 
the 
largest 


honey producer in California, over- 
came 
these 
difficulties and 
showed 
that the transit ofcombed honey could 
he 
made as successfully as that of a 


cargo of tea. 
He provided his hives 


with rows of racks, 
formed of thin 


wooden strips about an inch in width 
and four inches long, fastened 
at the 


ends. 
Iv each of these open racks tlie 


bees 
deposit their honey, and 
when 


the season 
was ended each ef the racks 


held 
a solid, complete 
and distinct 


layer of honey in the comb. Tlie work 
was perfect, 
and it only remained to 


pack the racks side by side iv wooden 
cases 
and they were ready for ship- 


ment. 
Four rows 
were 
packed 
in 


each box, making thirty-two racks to 
the case. 


"Mr. Harbison 
had agents 
iv San 


Francisco to whom tlie honey was con- 
signed from his apiaries in San Diego, 
aud it was their duty personally 
to 


supervise the shipment. 
The number 


of the car was teiegraghed to the pur- 
chasers, 
and they provided 
a skilled 


hand for the discharge of the cargo as 
soon as it arrived. 
The invention of 


Mr. Harbison had removed 
the main 


difficultyof transportation, but 
great 


care was still necessary 
on the part of 


the shipper and receiver, as the fall of 
a case 
even 
the 
distance of a few 


Inches was 
sufficient to ruin its con- 
tents. 


" Mr. Harbison confined the sale of 


his honey to the Chicago market last 
year, but was dissatisfied with the re- 
sult, and this season, forthe first time, 
California honey in the comb isoffered 
in the New York and Boston markets. 
It is shipped 
in the ordinary freight 


ears, 20,000 pounds making a car load, 
and costs the purchaser 
iv New York 


between 
$3,000 and $4,000 per ear. 
Mr. 
Harbison 
realized 
$28,000 
from his 


sales last year and 
this season 
has a 


harvest of over 100,000 pounds.
